18 years ago when we started, and to the men 
who put up the money to help me start this busi- 
ness. I see the original 14 employes, and I see it 
now—a tremendous organization doing business 
throughout the English-speaking world with over 
$100,000,000 annual sales, with intrinsic values 
back of it that do not jusitfy the sale of any of 
our stocks at the present market price." 


There, in Liggett'* loss, is a mighty tragedy for 


you. Shakespeare could have made it into a play. 


Compare your lot with Liggett's. Are you glad 


you didn't have the millions to lose? 


There is one consolation for you as war-time 


values evaporate and you swallow your losses. 


The consolation is this—that, while the number 


of your dollars may be steadily shrinking, the buy- 
ing power of each dollar you have left is growing.
